THE COLORED CITIZENS PAY HONOR 
TO THE DEAD HERO. HUNDREDS OF 
PEOPLE UNABLE TO GAIN ADMIS- 
SION. COL. @BO. W. WILLIAMS 
DELIVERS THE EULOGY. HON. 
JOHN M. LANGSTON PRESIDES. 


The Memorial exercises in hon- 
or of the late John Alexander 
Logan, took place at the Lincoln 
Memorial Congregational church, 
last Wednesday evening, under 
the auspices of the Philumgthian 
Literary Society. Every available 
Space in the church was occupied. 
In the center of the wall over the 
organ was suspended a fine por- 
trait of Gen. Logan. On the 
platform were seated Hon. John 
H. Smythe, Ex-minister to Libe- 
ria, Profs. J. M Gregory, W. B. 
Jobnson, Major and Mrs. Tucker, 
son in law and daughter of Mrs. 
Logan, Dr. F, J. Shadd, Dr. 8, G. 
Lamkins and others. The musi- 
cal portion of the exercises was 
under the direction of Mrs. Adele 
A. Slye, one of the most accom-
